4. Cambridge Mayors. Kit and Michael Kenney are preparing longer biographies of the mayors

and other city officials whose portraits hang in City Hall. These will be published as a booklet.

Survey Files Digitization Project

I will be setting up a meeting with various people, including Jeff Amero from GIS and some
others from IT, to discuss moving forward with creating a “demo” site for our survey file
database. In the meantime, I've continued researching other institutions that have done similar
digitization projects. I've been chatting regularly with Morgan Jones-King from the South
Carolina State Preservation Office, as she recently completed an online inventory database.
Met with George Stylianopoulos at DPW to discuss digitization strategies and ways to
eventually link up our departments online.

Intern and Volunteer Projects

Two beginner archives students from Simmons just started their Fall projects at the
Commission. They will be processing the Nylander family photograph collection, and working
on processing the Cambridge Ephemera Collection and Cambridge rent control papers.

Office Reorganization and Collection Preservation:

| created a draft plan for a reorganization of my office (library and archives) space, and will be
reviewing this with Charlie and Kit. This reorganization will allow for better storage of our
archival materials and books, remove some of the collection overflow from the main CHC
research room, and perhaps allow for processing space in the office.

website. We will be meeting again to save information from the existing site and then construct
a simple Wordpress or Squarespace website that will represent our three organizations.
